| would still like to know if you can help me to decide whether or not the John Dale Lundy 
and his wife, Agnes, listed on the 1850 Harrison County, MS Census on Aug 19 could be 
possible parents of my Martha Ann Lundy, enumerated as follows: 

P, 42, line 35, Dwelling 398: John Dale Lundy, age 60, M, farmer, b. GA 


Agnes Lundy __, age 60,F, b. AL 
Frances Lundy, age 18, F, b. MS 
Stephen Lundy, age 16,M j b. AL 


They caught my eye because they are 60 in this record and it looks like they could have 
had older children who would be married by this time, one of which might be my Martha 
Ann Lundy who married before this census was taken on 14 Jan 1845 in Mobile, Mobile, 
ALA (according to family records). Martha was born 16 Jul 1828 and would be 22 when 
this census was taken. Of course there could be other children in the family also, since 
her parents would have been only 22 years of age (assuming this is them). No good 
genealogist would assume anything, so I’m getting anxious for a breakthrough some- 
where that will help. 1 wish | could get something with her name on it between 1828 and 
1844 (before she was married). Perhaps you could tell me how to find this. Are there any 
Church records, genealogical society records, wills, or land records available through 
your library which might help me to determine what I need to know? 


Yes, | certainly would like you to copy off the 1840 census page you offered to send me 
with the names of Bartholomew Bail, Samuel Lundy, and Abram Lundy. | think | found an 
Arthur Lundy (the name was hardly legible, so I’m not sure | read it right) on the 1840 
census in Franklin County, MS who had a daughter in the right age bracket to be Martha. 
There is also an Elizabeth Lundy, age 50, listed in 1850 Hinds Co., MS with three daughters 
ages 10-14, p. 247. Martha would have been md. then; but this also could be her mother.
